SEVERE 'DAMAGE 
BY JAP BEETLE; 
PEAK THIS WEEK 


The Japanese beetle Invasion has 


reached its peak in Adams county, 
according to M. T. Hartman, county 
agricultural agent, or will reach its 
peak by the end of the week, and 
a gradual reduction should take 
place after July 25. 


Damage this year has been se- 


vere, Mr. Hartman said. The beetles 
emerged from the soil about June 
25 and since that date appeared in 
increasing numbers daily. The beet- 
les have attacked cherry trees, rose 
bushes, grape leaves and elm trees, 
in many cases almost denuding the 
foliage, according to Mr. Hartman. 
They will not disappear entirely be- 
fore September, he said. 


"Beetle injury can be avoided by 


spraying or dusting with DDT," Mr. 
Hartman said. "DDT in the form of 
a 50 per cent wettable powder is 
available locally, and should be used 
at the rate of two pounds in 100 
gallons of water or in smaller lots 
it should be used two rounded 
tablespoons of DDT per gallon of 
water. 


Rongh On Beetles 


"With the exception of vegetables 


that are approaching the harvest 
period and melons and cucumbers, 
which should not be treated with 
DDT, the solution can be applied 
to all shrubs, trees, grapes and other 
foliage. 


"DDT is not caustic to plants, but
